Why it is 
decided to thus retain the Turk 
as a member of the European con- 
cert is not stated, perhaps because 
nothing has been thought of that 
jwould look well in print.

The Journal en-| 
dorses the Albertan, both in its 
knowledge of the ways of liquor 
importers, and in the view that the 
Province is out the freight on the 
water formerly introduced in the 
local warehouse from the city 
mains, 

Assuming that the Albertan and 
the Journal know whereof they 
speak as to the.pragtices of liquor 
importers, it is to be noted that the 
Province does not stand in the 
same position as other dispensers 
of liquor. The private importer 
brings or sends liquor into the 
Provinee to be consumed as a 
beverage, as the law of the Domin- 
ion permits him to do and the law 
of the Province cannot prevent 
him doing. The Provincial Gov- 


ernment only imports and sells] 


liquor as medicine; as under pro-| 
vincial law, and so far as provin-| 


cial law can reach, it is not legal| 


to buy or sell liquor for any other 
than medical use.
